BIGGEST RUM SCANDAL IN U. S. 


Bank Deposits Shaw That Officers 
Were Receiving Large Sums 
Of Hush Money 


(By Universal Service) 


FRESNO, Nov. 7.—Federal indict- 
ments on charges of conspiracy to 
violate the national prohibition laws 
were returned. today against 13 
Fresno policemen and graft evidence 
was turned over to county authori- 
ties against 3 more. County officials 
announced .that a thorough investi- 
gation would be made of the charges, 

The: Fresno. police scandal 14 be- 


‘lieved. ta be the greatest prohibition 


conspiracy ‘exposed in. the country. 
The outstanding development today 
was the arrest of acting police chief 
Kugene A. Fornes, who was recently 
apointed to reorganize the Fresno 
police department. » 

Evidence presented to the Grand 
Jury indicated that the Fresno police’ 
under indictment had accepted at 
least $120,000 from bootleggets. Evi- 
dence presented showed that one for- 
mer captain of the police force re= 
ceived $7,500 yearly from rum _ sel- 
lers. 

Bank deposits which wete brought 
into the evidence, according to United 
States Attorney S. W.*McNab prod- 
uced some of the most amazing evi- 
dence. One week, the bank records, 
showed an officer deposited his bi- 
monthly pay check of $90 and the 
next week a deposit of $1,400 in cash.
